PART III REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. This application has been examined. Claims 1-31 are being allowed over the prior 
art of record. Prosecution on the merits is closed in this application. 

2. The prior art of record teaches different ways of selecting features features in a 
device. However the prior art of record fails to teach, or suggest the claimed limitations 
of (in combination with all other features in the claims), a system, method or computer 
readable medium having an access code system that embeds at least one access 
code in a job stream, each embedded code authorizing access to a particular 
subset of a plurality of device features, but not to other device features of the 
device , as recited by claim 1 , or "embedding at least one access code in a job 
stream, each embedded code authorizing access to a particular subset of a 
plurality of device features, but not to other device features of the device," as 
recited by claims 6 and 10.
